1. a attention was called to the 17 March 1956 
issue of the French popular magazine, MATCH, which had an article

2. Are we keeping in touch with the Air Force center on these 
things?

3. I am also informed that in the coming year Mars will reach 
its closest point to the Earth in a long period.
